in 1872 $3,600,00 ; in’ 1902, $23,500,000. Mining 
properties were returned in 1872 at $8,000; 
in 1902 at $145,000. The banking capital in 
was $2,500,000; in 1902, $15,000,000. 
1879 the railroads of the state 
turned for taxation at $9,600,000; in 1902 
they were returned at $55,700,000. These 
figures, Governor Terrell said. showed 
that Georgia in the last thirty years had 
doubled along industrial lines. 

“Georgia produces the best of every- 
thing,” he said. The governor then went 
On to show that Georgia products stand 
the highest wherever they are known. 
and most of them are now known 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
land. His speech was a forcible and in- 
teresting presentation of the importance 
and magnitude of the great resources of 
the state. 

Mayor Howell’s Speech. 

Mayor Evan P. Howell responded after 
a humorous and interesting introduction 
by the toastmaster. The audience and 
the subject, he said, were sufficient to in- 
spire any speaker. 

Mayor Howell said he believed the Geor- 
gian who came here from somewhere else 
was entitled 10 more credit than one born 
in the state, ‘‘because,’’ he said, “the

“they’re not paying taxes.” 

Mayor Howell spoke particularly of the 
iron and marble mines and quarries in 
the northern part of the state, and the 
vast timber lands of south Georgia. 
South Georgia, he said, is progressing 
faster than any other part of the United 
States, both in population and capital, 
as was shown by the recent census re- 
ports.

“No matter from where he comes, nor 
what his nationality. every new white 
citizen brought to Georgia relieves the 
tension of the race problem just that 
much. There can be no race problem in 
states where whites predominate. With 
a fecundity which more than offsets the 
high death rate induced by neglect of 
sanitary laws, the African race continues 
to multiply in our midst. These people 
are here to stay, and, I trust God, to 
thrive financially, mentally and morally. 
But let it be recorded here that if there 
is a race problem it must be settled by 
ourselves, in our own midst and in our 
own way. 

“Germany, France and England are all 
attempting to wrest from the south its 
monopoly in cotton growing, and have at 
last undertaken to materialize this desire 
by introducing cotton growing in Africa 
itself. So our state needs all the negro 
labor it now has. The negro’s destiny 
must be worked out here. ' 

“The railroads have been, and are now, 
the most potent factors in this matter 
and are doing a service for this state an 
for themselves which commands alike the 
confidence of shareholders and the thanks 
of the public. 

“As a powerful aid I congratulate At-

“Georgia needs better schools and more 
of them. Disregarding the colored popu- 
lation entirely, we have in this state lI,- 
181.294 white people—about 10 ner cent 
more than the population of Nebraska, 
and yet the record of the last census 
shows that illiterate whites over 19 years 
of age Gedrgia had 101.264, while Ne- 
braska only had 16,628. In other words, 
Georgia had more than six times as 
many. The state of Iowa. with almost 
the identical white population that Geor. 
gia has of both blacks and whites, viz., 
231.858, has only 37.953 flliterates in Rier 
total population. With 1.000.000 less whites 
our white illiterates are three times as 
great. Compulsory education may be in 
order. 

"Throw open the gates to worthy white 
immigrants from everywhere, being sure 
that when they arrive we will have schoo! 
rooms enough. and in every instance with 
a manual fraining attachment to educate 
the 2#z generation. Then no matter 

their natianality, no matter how 
ing the language they may then 


speak, being refined in this smelter of 
Americanism, each and every child will 
become a helpful and worthy American 
and eGorgian, of whom the state may 
well be proud. 

“Let every Georgian in this presence 
make a resolve that this shal] be the be- 
ginning of an earnest effort on his part 
to assist in making the next decade the 
grandest in Georgia’s history. Let every 
good citizen be protected in all his per- 
sonal rights; see that certainly no child 
lacks for primary and industrial educa- 
tion; the maximum tax rate be fixed and 
certain, and then, inviting those who 
would improve their physical and finan- 
cial condition to come among us, we will 
know the invitation will be heeded and 
accepted. Then with a consciousness of 
duty well discharged, we can leave to the 
serene senate of maturer judgments which 
will fcllow us the future glory of the 
State, with the Knowledge that having 
done what we could they can but ap- 
provingly acclaim,

The next speaker was Charles J. Haden, 
of Atlanta, who defended the climate of 
the southern states. The subject of his 
address was, “‘The World History Made 
by Men of the Sub-Tropics.” He cited 
the history of the great nations and 
great achievements of the world and show- 
ed that it was the men of warm climates 
who had won the most lasting fame 
and the nations of the sub-tropics that 
had contributed most to the advancement 
of civilization. 

He spoke in .part as follows: . 

“An impression has ganied widespread 
currency and credit, that the cotton states 
are crippled by climate; that the condi- 
tion is remediless and that we are handi- 
capped in the race of modern progress. 
This impression may be traced to a 
source, which in years gone by, found 
profit in its propaganda. It is contradict- 
ed by history of nations. 

“The argument.is advanced that pro- 
longed summers relax the energies of 
man; that the abundance of food and 
warmth make him prodigal of his bounty, 
and ambition for great achievement sleeps 
in his bosom, while unselzed opportuni< 
ties pass him with a noiseless tread. 
Thus, ex parte, we of the south have been 
prejudged. A decree fixing our status 
as an industrial back number has been | 
taken against us. We attack this judg< 


} ment because it was without jurisdiction, 


| and not sustained by the evidence. 

“At the dawn of civilization, Egypt 
was the world’s first master. Next, thea 
star of the empire rested above an archi- 
pelago of the Mediterranean, and after a 
lapse of twenty centuries we find a liv- 
ing world still the pupil'and dead Greéce 
the. master. 

‘Rome rose upon the decline of Greece. 
In a city whose temperature corresponds 
to middle Florida, the first, and great- 
est and only world empire was built 
and maintained, and so by the compul- 
sion of powerful physical and mental 
manhood. 

“Spain followed, and became the 
world’s leader. A people reared for gen- 
erations amidst tropic verdure, controlled 
the high seas, discovered the western 
hemisphere, planted civilization through- 
| out South America, and laid a foundation 
in North America, upon which the Eng- 
lish later completed a superstructure. 

“That these nations have passed away, 
or are in their dotage, does not in any 
measure refute the proposition for which 
they are cited. Empires, no less than 
trees, grow to full maturity, and then de- 
cline. They. too, are subject to life’s 

laws of limitation. Even nations have a 
| time to. die. ' 

‘Do these principles apply also to Amer- 
ica? Turn the searchligat back over the 
past three centuries. The start in the 
race was fairly even between the Puri- 
tan and the Cavalier. Plymouth Rock 
and Jamgstown were nearly contempora- ~ 
neous and each wrested with equal 
hardships. After generations passed, the 
colonies became united, each section 
drifting into flelds of enterprise to which 
they were attracted by nature and by 
taste. When the middle of the nineteenth 
century was reached, how did the reckon- 
ing stand? The men of the warm climate 
had dominated the government continu- 
ously from #ts beginning. . The wealth of 
the people of warmer climate was about 
douwbie per capita that of the people of

No speeches were 
made and the function was purely a s0o- 
cial affair. Tomorrow Mrs. Knox will 
be given a reception by Mrs. Frick. 

Under date of Washington, D. C., 
January 18, the Associated Press sent 
to its patrons a dispatch as follows: 

There were several officials prominent in 
legislative and executive circles at the 
white house in conference with the presi- 
dent tonight. Among them was Attorney 
General Knox, who remained with Mr. 
Roosevelt some time. It is sypposed the 
trust question was considered.

SENATOR HENRY M. TELLER, 
Who Bitterly Resented Remarks Made by Senator Depew.

Washington, February 17.—The house 
today entered upon the consideration of 
the naval appropriation bill, under the 
operation of a rule which made the new 
legislation relative to the increase of the 
personnel of the navy and for the increase 
of the naval academy in order. 

Mr. Richardson, of Tennessee, and M 
Underwood, of Alabama, both denounced 
the principle involved in the rule as 
vicious. The general debate upon the bil! 
was without especial feature. The para- 
graph in the bill providing $250,000 for a 
naval station on the great lakes went out 
on @ point of order. Mr. Littlefield and 
Mr. Sulzer had an interesting clash be- 
fore the naval bil] was taken up, the 
former charging the latter With having 
perverted the record.

Judge Does Net Remove Receiver Ap- 
pointed for J. T. Hodges. 


NAMES ONE FOR J. N. HODGES 


Petition for Involuntary Bankruptcy 
Against J. N. Hodges was 
Filed Yesterday Morning. 
Removal of Trustee 
Was Asked. 


Judge Newman yesterday afternoon 
handed down an order refusing to re- 
move the receiver appointed to take 
charge of the assets of J. T. Hodges, 
of Winder, as petitioned by some of 
the creditors. It was further ordered 
that the same receiver assume control 
of the estate of J. N. Hodges who was 
made a party to the bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings. 

This order of Judge Newman's was 
based ona petition filed early yester- 
day morning for involuntary bankruptcy 
against J. N. Hodges, of Winder, Ga. 
The alleged creditors were: Oglesby, 
DeWitt & Co., of Virginia, Eppes-Wal- 
kins Company of Georgia, the Winder 
Banking Company of Georgia and Au- 
gustus Wright Company of Virginia. 

The petitioners claimed that the al- 
leged bankrupts committed an act of 
bankruptcy on February 9 by redeliv- 
ering goods to J. J. and J. E. Maddox, 
the firm being at that time in a state 
of insolvency. It was also charged 
that J. N. Hodges on February 11 sold 
to Billups Phinizy, of Athens, a farm 
for $2,500. It was further charged that 
the sale of the business of J. N. & 
J. T. Hodges was fraudulent. The peti- 
tloners also declared that J. T. Hodges, 
who was recently adjudged a bankrupt 
succeeded in having a personal friend 
appointed receiver of his assets. The 
jsetitioners asked for the removal of 
the present trustee and that they be 
allowed the privilege of naming another.

ATLANTA GOODS 
GO TO AFRICA 


W. A. Haygood Heads Mer- 
cantile Agency 
There. 


In far-away South Africa Atlanta goods 
are to be placed on the market. This is 
to be done through a mercantile agency 
recently established by William A. Hay. 
good, formerly a prominent business man 
of this city. This information reached 
Atlanta yestetday in a letter received by 
Unitéd States District Attorney Angier 


from Grahamstown, Cape Colony. Mr. 
Haygood in his letter states that he is 
now the head of a mercantile agency that 
is handling American goods exclusively. 
Every effort will be made to introduce 
such articles as are manufactured in 
Atlanta. This will at first apply to pat- 
ent medicines and will later be extended 
to other lines. Mr. Haygood states that 
South Africa is rapidly becoming Amer- 
icanized and that the trade opening for 
goods from this country is excellent. 

Mr. Haygood is a brother of former 
Bishop Haygood and was prominent in 
church circles while a resident of Atlan- 
ta. He was also president of the Metro- 
politan Street Railway Company. 


CITY MARSHAL MAY APPOINT 


Council Will Consider Measure Giv- 
ing Him the Right To Name 
the Public Weighers. 

From the committee on public build- 
ings and grounds, of which Councilman 
Breitenbucher is chairman, will come 
two important ordinances during the ses- 

sion of council this afternoon.

LOSE PITTSBURG 


Democrats Win the First 
Election Under the Ripper 
Bill. 


Pittsburg, February 17.—Qne of the 
most fiercely contested political cam- 
paigns known in this city and Allegheny 
for many years was closed at the polls 
today with the thermometer hovering 
near zero and a biizzard prevailing dur- 
ing the early hours. The contest was 
for the first elective recorder in the two 
cities under the provisions of the new 
charter and was waged between the reg- 
ular republican and the citizens’ demo- 
cratic parties. 

An extremely heawy vote was polled in 
spite of the weather. The estimated re- 
sult in Pittsburg shows the election of 
William B. Hays, citizens’ democrat, 
over John C. Haymaker, republican, by 
a majority of about 7,000. 

In Allegheny James G. Wyman. citizens’ 
democrat, has defeated Dr. S. S. Wood- 
burn, republican, by a majority of about 
5,000. Wyman’'s campaign manager claims 
5,500.

ACREED UPON 
THE ARMY BILL 


Porto Ricans May Enlist with 
Repular Troops, 


lat an early 


Appropriations Are Made Available 
for Officers’ Schools, and Bar- 
racks and Quarters in the * 
United States and 
Philippines. 


Washington, February 17.—The_ con- 


ferees on the army appropriatjon bill re- 
ported an agreement today. The senate 
amendment providing for the detail of 
retiring army officers to the number of 
twenty for service with organized mili- 
tary was agreed to. but the provision for 
the assignment of retired officers as at- 
taches to American embassies and lega- 
tlons abroad was omitted. 

The conferees agreed to the provision 
that ciizens of. Porto Rico may enlist 
in the regular army and that the Porto 
Rican regiment may be ordered for serv- 
ice outside of Porto Rico, with an amend- 
ment providing that all volunteer offiters 
now in the Porto Rican regiment shall 
be mustered out of service June 30, 1906, 
and their places filled by details from the 
line of the regular army. 

The senate amendment making $25,000 
immediately available for the purpose of 
equipping officers’ schools and making 
appropriations available for barracks and 
quarters in the United States and the 
Philippines was agreed to; also the pro- 
vision made by the senate for an annvyal 
appropriation of $2,000 for the purchase 
of a national trophy and medals to be 
contested for annually by the army and 
national guard. The appropriation of 
$2,000,000 for equipping the national guard 
the same as the regular army was 
agreed to. 

The senate conferees receded from the 
amendments providing for the purchase 
and presérvation of the Balls Bluff battle 
field, 

The senate provision for $500.00 for 
army post buildings to take the place 
of the canteens remains in the bill, but 
it is provided that not more than $40,000 
be expended for any one post building. 
There is added to the military corps 
twenty-five master electriclans to be en- 
listed by the secretary of war. 

The senate amendment permitting army 
officers below ‘the grade of major general 
who saw service in the civil war.to re- 
tire with rank and pay of the highest 
grade was agreed to with further amend- 
ment making it apply only to officers who 
served in the civil war more than one 
year. 


LIVES ARE LOST 
IN HOTEL FIRE

All Guests Escape But Em-

Perish. 


Port Huron, Mich., February 17.—The 
St. Clair hotel, one of the largest hos- 
telries of this city, was destroyed by fire 
hour this morning. 

A man named Worthy, employed at 
the hotel as a yard man, is missing, and 
is believed to have been burned to death. 
Milton Campbell, a fireman, was fatally 


{crushed under falling walls. 


All the hotel guests made their escape, 
many of them rushing out in their night 
clothes when they awoke to find the 
house filled with a dense smoke. Several 
small stores were destroyed and the loss 
is estimated at $100,000.

River a Raging Torrent. 

Owing to the great rain precipitation 
on Monday the Chattahoochee river is 
on a rampage and last night had risen 
26 feet above low water and was re- 
ported as still rising. While no imme- 
diate damage was done in the vicinity 
of the pumping station, extraordinary 
precautions were taken for the protec- 
tion of the property. The danger point 
is 34 feet and the river is hardly ex- 
pected to reach this mark. The flood, 
however, gives every indication that 
heavy damage has been done further 
up the stream.

Atlanta Gets Two Records. 

The wind velocity attained in Atlanta 
Monday was greater than at any point 
in the United States. The anemometer 
at one time registered 60 miles an hour 
and it is regarded as remarkable that 
so little damage was done. The near- 
est approach made to Atlanta in wind 
velocity was at Wilmington, N. C., where 
62 miles an hour was attained. 

Atlanta also. established another na- 
tional record on Monday when the pre- 
cipitation was 1.74. inches. The nearest 
approach to this city in volume of rain- 
fall was Washington, where 1.58 inches 
was recorded.

Augusta’s Proposed Library. 

Augusta Chronicle: We have frequently 
heard it asserted on the streets of late 
that Mr. Carnegie’s demand that the city 
shal] supply $5,000 annually for the sup- 
port of the library, is absurd. That the 
corporation could borrow the money witn 
which to erect its own library building 
at 3 1-2 per cent, and therefore for Mr. 
Carnegie to ask 10 per cent is preposter- 
ous. 

It seems strange that any one should 
have been thus misled By tht apparent 
deduction reached by figures, which 
‘never lie.’ But so it is, 

In the first place, any library would 
require to be supported, and it would 
take about $5,000 for that purpose year- 
ly, even if the city built the structure, 
in addition to the $1,750 of interest on the 
$50,000 borrowed at 3 1-2 per cent. In the 
second place, this principal sum of $50,000 
would have to be paid back in full. Mr. 
Carnegie offers to relieve us of this neces- 
sity, as well as of the $1,750 annual in- 
terest. 

In regard to the $6,000 for support, it 
may be stated that it is a conservative 
amount. With the books thrown open to 
the public a clerical force would be ab- 
solutely necessary. In Atlanta they have 
six employees in addition to the janitor. 
It would certainly require a librarian 
and one or two assistants in Augusta. 
For these and the janitor $2,400 would not 
be extravagant. Add to this the cost 
of insurance, lights, fuel, repairs, fur- 
nishings, subscriptions to periodicals and 
papers, the rebinding of misused books, 


and the purchase of new books and let 


us know how much less than $5,000 is 
needed. 

Of course the people of Augusta must 
decide for themselves whether or not 
they wish to take advantage of Mr Car- 
negie’s munificence. We merely wished 
to refute an argument that seéms to 
have gained a hearing through the seem- 
ing disparity between 3 1-2 and 10 per cent.

Constitution Bureau, 447 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., February § 17.—(Special.)— 
For two hours tonight the local legisla- 
tors haa a rag chawing match of a vig- 
orous and enthusiastic character. The 
talking began when the board was hear- 
ing the report of the committee on ceme- 
teries. 

Among the papers was the monthly re- 
port of the city sexton showing that 
the expenses for that time had been 
$287.82. The paper showed a balance 
to the credit of the committee of $224:09. 
The report was not fully satisfactory to 
Mr. Jones, who opened the discussion by 
saying: 

“The cemetery has one-half the num- 
ber of men on it’s pay roll as has the 
Street department. The people over 
there have only head people to deal 
with, people who cannot kick, while we 
of the street committee have 28,000 live 
Subjects to please. Unlike those in the

do kick. 

The cemetery committee is now pay- 
ing its expenses by selling a lot and 
using all the money derived from that 
sale. In a short time there will be no 
more lots to sell, then in the language 
of Tom Watmson “where will you be at.” 

The report of the sexton as presented 
was adopted. 

A committee of three, E. J. Willing- 
ham, J. W. Shinholser and J. D. Riley, 
representing the Macon Fair Association, 
presented a petition for $5,000 to be used 
for police purpose during the fair and 
for repairing the fence and buildings on 
the central city park, where the fair is 
to be held. The petition was not dis- 
cussed but was referred to the finance 
committee with instructions to report at 
the next meeting of the board of alder- 
men. The report of the building inspec- 
tor for the month of January, 1903; 
showed that twenty building permits had 
been issued for that period and that the 
cost of these structures aggregated $33,- 
2%. It showed the erection of 34 new 
buildings during that month. 

The petition of Dupriest and Turner, 
addressed to the council at the last meet- 
ing requiring all employees to pay their 
debts, came from the committee with a 
favorable report: 

“Does that refer to all employees?’ 
asked Mr. Jones. “Do you want to be 
excused from the operation of that pe- 
tition?’’ asked Mr. Williams.

Advocates of More Power for 
Commission Agree 


Montgomery, Ala., February 17.—(Spe- 
ial.)\—The sensation of the day was the 
compromise of diferences reached by the 
advocates of an elective railroad commis 
sion and of more power to the commis- 
sion, whereby the Starr bill, which is 
the Texas law, is abandoned. 

Only the first section of the Starr bill, 
providing for an elective commission, is 
retained as an amendment to the first 
section of the law now in the code of 
Alabama. At the end of the present code 
the Waddell bill is added as an amend- 
ment by the compromise. 


The Waddell bill was drawn by the 


¥ “president of the railroad commission and 


has been indorsed by the governor in a 
special message. It gives the commission 
power to go into the courts to enforce its 
decrees and embodies the views of those 
who desire more power for the commis- 
sion but shrink from anything very rad. 
ical, 

The compromise was announced on the 
floor of the house, a substitute adopted 
by common consent to cover it, and by 
agreement the matter was made the spe- 
cial order for tomorrow afternoon, when 
the supporters of the railrgads will make 
a straight fight against it on its merits. 

The latter participated in today’s agree- 
ment only to the extent of not obstruct- 
ing the parliamentary position of the 
compromise bill. The opponents of any 
change in the present law are somewhat 
encouraged by the sacrifice of the Starr 
bill as being an evidence of weakness, 
but the advocates of the measure say 
they have gotten together in the compro- 
mise and will now pass it without serious 
trouble.
